“Illinois is being buried under 
a growing pile of discarded 
tires,” an IP spokesman said. 

“Between 11 million and 14 
million tires end up in state 
landfills, vacant lots and storage 
bins every year. Side by side, 
that many tires would create a 
tube stretching from Decatur to 
Los Angeles.” 

In a cooperative experiment 
with the Illinois Deparment of 
Energy and Natural Resources, 
IP is burning chunks of synthetic 
tire rubber with coal as fuel for 
generating electric power.

If the boilers can sustain a 2 
percent mix, IP could eliminate 
six million old tires a year.

Bill advances to tell parents about AIDS 


SPRINGFIELD — Voting 
against the advice of a young 
man who has the AIDS virus, a 
Senate committee approved a 
bill allowing parental notification 
of AIDS testing 

The measure would amend the 
state AIDS Confidentiality Act, 
allowing doctors, after talking 
with the minor, to inform par- 
ents about the minor’s test if the 
results were positive. 

Sponsor Frank Watson, 
R-Greenville, said Thursday that 
the bill is justified because other 
laws have required AIDS notifi- 
cation for rescue and health care 
workers and law officers. The 
bill passed the committee 7-3. 

“One reason I am against this 
bill is that, from personal histo- 


ry, it causes more conflict,”’ tes- 
tified David Robertson of Chica- 
0, 20, who tested positive for 
the AIDS virus two years ago. 
“Most parents cannot handle 
this no matter how open they 
are,”’ he said. ‘‘In many cases it 
would prevent people from being 
tested on the suspicion that their 
parents may find out.’’ 
p aobertson told lawmakers .he 
nows many youn; le who 
have the AIDS vinio andl very 
few could tell a parent and have 
them respond positively. He said 
his parents kicked him out of
